URGES LEGISLATIVE RELIEF 



NEW YORK STATE RACING COMMISSION 
MAKES REPORT TO LEGISLATURE. 



Points Out Destructive Effect of Hughes Legislation 
Affecting Racing and Shows That Betting Is 
Only an Incident of the Sport. 



Allmuy. X. Y., April is. — The repeal of (tie law 
enacted by the New York Legislature last year 
making directors of racing associations liahie for 
betting transact ions at race tracks, is lcroiniucndcd 
by tlie state racing coiiiinisisau in its annual report 

to the Legislature, submitted last night. ail 

mission declares this is necessary "if racing is to 
survive in any form whatever in this state.” 

The former racing laws, tin- eommisison points 
out. were prepared with great care, designed to per- 
mit racing and to minimize betting at the tracks, 
and under them "the number of persons who could 
by any possibility make lads there did not exceed 
one-fiftieth part of one per cent, of the population 
of tile state.” 

Reviewing the anti-bookmakiug legislation of BIOS 
and 15)10. the couimision says it has deprived the 
stale annually of approximately the sum of $200,000 
which had been contributed to the fair associations, 
practically destroyed the value of the great race 
courses, reduced purses and prizes annually distribu- 
ted by the associations from S51.li4ri.Ono in ]!M)7 to 
STdo.OOO in 15)10. almost destroyed the New York 
market for the sale of thoroughbred yearlings, and 
has given racing a setback from which it cannot re- 
cover for years. 

"This lias all been done.” says the reiairt. “U|>ou 
the theory that betting at a race course must la* pre- 
vented at any cost, and it all seems to be based on 
the mistaken idea that the race courses were main- 
tained solely for gambling.” 

The maintenance of breeding tlforouglibred horses 
is seriously threatened as a result of the cessation 
of racing in the opinion of the commissioners, who 
therefore urge the repeal of the legislation blamed 
for existing conditions. 

The conference which It. T. Wilson and Andrew 
Miller, respectively president and secretary of the 

r Saratoga Association for the Improvement of the 
Ifl reed of Horses, held yesterday with Governor l)ix. 
(has participated in by Senator Edgar T. Brackett. 
'Republican minority leader in the upper branch of 
(lie legislature and is the first of a series upon the 
outcome of which the future of New Y'ork racing 
may depend. 

Messrs. Wilson. Miller and Brackett urged that 
there is little, chance of a resumption of the sport 
on any New York state track this season unless the 
law is repealed that makes directors responsible for 
gambling on the tracks. They besought the gover- 
nor to employ his iiiHuenec with the Legislature to 
have that law repealed. The governor asked time 
to consider. 

The racing men offered no particular plan, but 
hoped to enlist the support of the governor in a 
movement to encourage racing. est>ccially at Sara- 
toga. Mr. Wilson said that the bill of Assemblyman 
Martin repealing (lie directors’ liability provision 
of tlie anti-gambling law was introduced without 
his knowledge and be doubted whether it would 
afford the relief which the racing interests desire.

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New York. April lb. — There are upward of 100 
fair associations giving exhibitions in the various 
* farming districts of New York which have for years 
enjoyed an appropriation of upward of $250,000. 
This money for thirteen years came in tlie form of 
a tax on tlie gale receipts of the racing associations 
operating under license from the Jockey Club, as 
provided by law. but now it is a direct tax and must 
la- voted year by year. 

When Governor Hughes succeeded in passing his 
anti-liettilig measure lie promised tlie farmers an 
annual appropriation of £950.00*) to take the place 
of this so-called race-track money. The farmer was 
not interested in the thoroughbred to any great 
extent, took his racing in homeopathic doses at the 
county fair in his district, with the trotter and pacer 
supplying the excitement which the running horse 
furnished nearer the greater centers of population, 
and was not greatly concerned whether tlie reform 
measures became law or not. If he wanted to bet 
a modest $5 or $10 on a colt of his own raising or 
on one that was bred on an adjoining farm there 
Was nolle to interfere with what he considered a 
legitimate privilege. lie saw no menace to his 
liberty in tin- law which put an end to racing at the 
great tracks in the vicinity of New York and at 
Saratoga, where thousands of s | mi r t lovers from all 
over tlie Initial States were wont to congregate dur- 
ing the month of August and where horse racing has 
Is-en a distinctive social function for upward of 
fifty years. 

Notv comes tin- awakening. The up state farmer 
is essentially a Republican. His father before him 
was a Republican, and. generally siw-aking. when 
Hu- Republican party called for the representatives 
from the rural regions to get in line on any measure, 
as they were in the ease of the anti-betting law. the 
result was almost a foregone conclusion. Now. how- 
ever. there is a change. The Republican party is 
’ jk> logger in power. The Democrats are in tlie 
saddle and there is more than a mere matter of 
g«nsip in the rumor that there may be some opposi- 
tion to the appropriation for the county fairs. That 
it will 1 m- stricken from the list entirely is not 
likely, but that it will be reduced is among the 
» |h, - sibil it ies. and the premiums to be offered for 

competitions at the various fairs will be limited 
according to the action taken. Added to this is the 
announcement that the reformers, having closed tlie 

tracks in the vicinity of New York, where none 

of the directors in these racing assiM-intlous wore will 
jug to risk a jail sentence through tin- o|M-ratiou of 
the personal liability law. a#- going to turn their 
attention to the county fairs. Under a strict inter- 
pretation of the law as at present constituted, a 
conviction against any and every director of any 
fair association or race track would stand, even 
though they used every endeavor to suppress specu- 
lation. It' is only becoming apparent at this late 
dav to tin- direeiors of the fair associations that 
they. too. are included in tin- list of those who might 
Im- 'indicted for something that they could not pre- 
vent. . 

Anybody who has ever attended a county fair has 
observed the numerous games of chance which are 
part and parcel of such institutions and a fair where 
Im.oIs are not sold on tlie trotting and pacing races, 
though it may be in a small way, would lie a curi- 
_ .osity. 

f " farm is-opli — men. women and children — look upon 
tin- county fair as tin- great holiday occasion of the 
'ear. Tlie men exhibit their tine horses, cattle, 
hogs. sliiM-p. chickens and the produce of their tit Ids. 
while the women make displays of butter, honey 
and the various specimens of fabrics wrought by 
their deft hands, ami the rivalry in the various 
communities i.s exceedingly strong. Any I mj.v who 
\ lias ever lieen in tin- country, and especially those 
who were reared on a farm, milked tin- cows night 
and morning and liclfied to cut tin- hay. wheat, oats, 
luirley and other grain crops, knows that the one 
great promise held out to him as a reward for good 



conduct was that he would lie taken to tlie fair in 
the autumn. 

Everybody at tin- county fairs takes an interest 
in the fat cattle, fine lings, pedigreed sheep and 
the poultry : lint it is in tin- afternoon when tlie 
starter’s l>eil calls the free-for-all class for a race 
on the half-mile track that all the other l>-atures are 
forgotten. The grandstand is crowded and all 
a round the railing of the course eager faces a dozen 
deep are massed — nothing else counts while the con- 
test is on. The clown in the sid<-sliow knows this 
and relaxes his grimaces and antics for tlie moment. 
Even the fireworks in the evening are a secondary 
consideration ami ilieir beauty is only a topic of- 
discussion for a day or two. while the performances 
of some of the trotters or pacers are spoken of until 
tin- next fair comes around. 

The statement of tlie Rev. (). R. Miller, tlie sec- 
retary of the Civic League, who declares that his 
organization will see that tlie anti-betting law is 
rigidly enforced at all the (fair associations during 
tlie coining autumn, lias caused much perturbation 
in tin- country districts. President Wiswell of Un- 
Saratoga Fair Association is one official who is on 
record already as stating that he will take no 
chances of getting into trouble through tin- operation 
of tin- directors’ liability law. and there are others 
who feel the same way about it. 

The latest report available of the fair associations 
in the State of New Y'ork shows that outside of 
'lie great State Fair at Syracuse very few of the 
associations have any money to their credit. 

It might toe remarked that nearly every report 
made by the various associations lias an itemized 
account of receipts and expenditures. The word 
"privileges” occurs frequently. This might mean 
restaurant.* popcorn, lemonade, program cards, or it 
might include the poolseller. which it often did. 
Nobody objected particularly to the poolseller so 
long as lie was not forbidden by tin- law. but this 
year he is likely to get soi net Kid y into troulde if the 
directors' liability law is enforced. 

DERBY CANDIDATE WORKS FAST. 



a t'astletou-lired. Mr. Griffin lias no two-year-olds 
this year by Uncommon, the sire of Czar. Uncom- 
mon has been sold to a northern Illinois breeder ' and 
Mr. McCullough is mating all of bis mares to Hurst 
Park and Czar. 

Miller Henderson is due here from Santa Anita 
Park with fifteen horses raced by Henderson A 
Hogan. Tin- stable of James McManus presumably 
will come at tin- same time. The A. 11. Spreckeis 
string will arrive Thursday. 

Trainer Raleigh Colston has the most pretentious 
string of race horses owned and managed by a col- 
ored turfman sim-e Brown Dick raced a ldg stable of 
Ids own nearly a decade ago. Colston lias been a 
trainer since In- quit riding, over thirty years ago. 
hut tlie present season is tlie first ill which lie lias 
owned all the horses iu his training barn. Tlie man 
who developed such horses as Montgomery. Fountain 
blue. Waldo and Dorante has considerable capital 
invested iu his present racing string, lmt lie is not 
doubtful of success. He made money for every man 
he has trained for and there seeuis to Ik- no reason 
why he cannot do likewise witli a string of horses of 
liis own. Colston rode in the first Kentucky Derby and 
also in another renewal of that race, but his mounts 
were pool- performers upon both occasions and lie 
finished unplaced. He will always think that lmt 
for Ids charge going wrong oil tin- eve of tlie race he 
would have won last sea si m with Waldo, a colt he 
was then training for (’. L. Harrison. 

The improvements being made at Churchill Downs 
for the coming spring meeting are being rushed to 
completion. Several of the new pari-mutuel machines 
have already been set up. They are not movable, as 
were tin- old devices. They are being set up almost 
against the wall of tin- betting ring on tlie south 
side of tin- enclosure, which gives much more room 
in front of the machines. Horsemen s<-cm to think 
tin- new devices will make a big hit with the racing 
public. There will be twenty-one of these devices 
in line on Derby day.

Tlie nineteen 
layers who operated did not profit much on the 
afternoon's business, as five of the winners were 
well-backed favorites. 

The Belmont filly. Dragnet, scored another victory 
when she won tlie third race iu little better than a 
canter. Ridden by McCahey, she assumed au easy 
lead in the first furlongs and was rated along under 
slight restraint for the remainder of the trip. At 
tin- finish sin- was only cantering and she could have 
won much further off had her rider wished. Walter 
Scott, which finished second, ran a muck improved 
race. He was easily la-st of the others, although 
not equal to the ta-k of beating Dragnet. The lat- 
ter is a good looking filly aud in her race today she 
showed up much better than in her previous effort 
wheu she was driving to ls-at Auto Maid. She prob- 
ably could have beaten the latter a dozen lengths 
today.
